Comment Jonnor*s assertion tint tic autopsy photographs were seon by 
sone mombers of tic l.’arren Ceucdsoion and its staff is the first such 
indication and stands in contradiction to tho statements of other 
Commission counsel. Arlen Specter has said tint the conpleto sot of 
autopsy photographs was not made available to the Corrrission or to him; 
that to the best of his Imowlcdge, tlio CannLssion did not sec any 
photographs or x-rays; and that tic Commission dccidod. that it would not 
press for those photographs, or the x-rays, because it had concluded that 
they were not indispensable (ll.S. Haras (• Uorld Report, Oct. 10, 1966, p.53), 

l.fesloy J, Iiebeler said in a public diceu33ion on September 30, 1966 
tliat he acrood with his colleague, hurt Griffin, that the Commission 
"should have looked at then (the autopsy photographs) but they didn»t 
. • .because for some reason or other, the Chief Ju3tico didn { t want to 
soe than" (VJDAI radio. Hew York, fee. 30, 1566)., 

Richard J. VJhalcn wroto that "Arlen Spoctor had bogged and pleaded for 
the Commission to examine tho autopsy photographs" and tint general counsel 
J. Lee lanirin "at length informed Specter that the Commission had decided 
not to *pros3» for tho photographs" (Tlio Saturday Evening Pest, Jen. 1>| . 

1967, p. 69 ). 

Jennor *s wholly contradictory twrsion of the accessibility of tlie 
autopsy photographs was made In response to questions from two reporters, 
one from the Chi cage Daily fcr.ra ancl tlio other from 17GIJ (Chicago) noras. 
neither the two reporters nor the moderator of the discussion confronted 
Jennor with the contradictory statements of his colleagues. Either Ion ner 
has misinformed the public, or his colleagues iwo clone so.
